He 
has the single comb white Leghorn 
chickens of the famous Tancred strain. 
The eggs trom which his hens were 
batched were imported at the cost of 
$1.75 per egg. ‘The ancestors of his 
chickens have been trap-nested care- 
fully and poor Jayers culled out for 
more than 16 years. They will have 
to jump over 528 crosses to strike 
back to poor ancestors, Mr, Pobst 
has at the present only twenty-five 
hens, but is saving every egg to in- 
crease his flock. They laid 693 eggs 
from Jan. Ist to Feb, 20, averaging 
881¢c. per day. At the same rate 2,000 
hens would earn $2,124 per month, 
The original breeder has had a poultry 
judge to score his mating birds since 
1905. He holds an official record of 
$11 eges for the pullet year and a re- 
cord of his own of 317, At second 
thought it can readily be seen.why Mr. 
Pobst contemplates having 2,000 hens.

Discovery ot New

Each Have Their Kings, Subject to 
The British Crown 

There are a number of diminutive, 
water-strrounded monarchies off the 
coast of Scotland. They cach have 
their titular kings, subject, however, 
to the British Crown, and to the com- 
mon law of the United Kingdom, One 
of them is the Isle of Bute, in the 
Firth of Clyde, which is owned by 
the Marquis of Bute. 

The kingdom contains only fifty 
square miles, but has a population of 
11,000 people. There are six lakes 
within the island, the largest being 
Loch Fad, which is about a quarter 
of a mile wide and abottt nine times 
that in length, 

Arran is another of these kingdoms 
in the same firth. The Marchioness 
of Graham rules over its 5,000 inhab- 
itants. It is nineteen miles long and 
ten miles broad, It was on this island 
that Robert the Bruce is said to have 
hidden in a cave for some time and 
there planned one of his expeditions 
to recover the crown of Caledonia, 
The ruins of a castle, once the hoine 
of one of Scotland’s kings, is on this 
island, 

Thé largest of these island groups 
is Lewis island, one of the outer 
|Hebrides group, off the north-west 
coast of Scotland. It covers an area 
of nearly 700 square miles and boasts 
'a population of 37,000 people. It has 
splendid lochs, where splendid fishing 
is to be had and red deer still roam 
over the moors and forest land. 
Modern legislation has placed the is- 
land under no moral or ceremonial 
obligation to any titular overscer.

Good Roads in Manitoba 


Big Improvement in Work on Roads 
During Past Year 

Winnipeg.—Great improvenent in 
the construction and maintenance of 
good roads in Manitoba for the past 
year is shown in the annual report 
submitted to the Manitoba Good 
Roads Association. The report shows 
that, despite drawbacks, twice the am- 
ount of road work has been done in 
1919 under the Goods Roads Act over 
that of 1918, The amount expended 
by municipalities durifg 1919 for 
roads and bridges on which govern- 
ment percentage was paid is $629 588, 
to which the government contributed 
$305,185. The total amount expended 
by municipalities on roads and bridges 
since the inception of good roads leg- 
islation in the province is $2,963,790, 
the government contributing an am- 
ount of $1,286,381. Over five thous- 
and miles of roads have been author- 
ized improved at an estimated cost of 
$11,649,280, and 298 bridges at an esti- 
mated cost of $769,223, making a 
grand total of $12,418,504 since the in- 
ception of the Good Roads Act. 

The association went on record as 
favoring the promotion of an “‘all- 
Canadian highway,” in the matter of 
co-operating with the Ontario gov- 
ernment for the construction of the 
transcontinental highway between 
Kenora and Winnipeg. A delegation 
will be sent to the convention in Ken 
ora to get further estimates on this

Mr, Dave Osler accompanied him to| 


the city and he’ was taken fnto the 
Holy Cross Hospital, After remaining 
sufficiently long to learn from the 
medical atterdants the supposed full 
extent of his injuries, Mr. Osler re 
turned to Queenstown with the en- 
couraging report of probable speedy 
recovery, Sunday proved to be the 
crisis and the turning point, and in 
response to an urgent message from 
the hospital several of his friends went 
iramediately to Calgary, remaining 
faithfully with him in relaya until the 
last. 

The sade news of death was phoned 
out to Milo and Queenstown Wednes- 
day morning and found speedy circula- 
tion, for the deceased was widely 
known and well liked, All funeral 
arrangements were handed over to 
Shaver’s undertaking establishment, 
and the last rites were porformed on 
February 18.

London.-—-Speaking on the Turkish 
question to the House of Commons, 
Premicr Lloyd George pointed out 
that with the aid of India Turkey 
could not have been conquered, and 
nothing could be more damaging to 
British prestige in Asia than the feel- 
ing that Great Britain did not keep 
her word 
that when the peace terms were dis 
closed would be found 
enough to satisfy Turkey's bitterest 
foe, 

“Let us examine our legitimate and 
main peace aims in Turkey,” the Pre- 
miecr went on, “the first is the free- 
dom of the 
frecing of all non-Turkish communi- 
ties from the Ottoman army; 
third is the preservation for the Turk 
of communities 
which are mainly Turkish, subject to 
two most important reservations. 

“The first of these reservations is 
that there will be adequate 
guards within our power of protecting 
minorities that have been oppressed 
by the Turks. The second is that the 
Turk must be deprived of his power 
of vetoing the development of — the 
rich lands under his rule which were 
Once the granaries of the Mediterran- 
ean. These are the main objects of 
the peace, 

Mr. Lloyd George explained that 
the freedom of the straits would be 
assured because all of Turkey's forts 
would be dismantled; she would have 
no troops within reach_and would not 
be permitted to have a navy, while 
the allics would garrison the straits. 
The only alternative, he said, was an 
international military government of 
Constantinople, and all of the sur- 
rounding territories, which would be 
very unsatisfactory and costly to the 
allies.

the League of Nations. 

“It is satisfactory to note,” * the 
speech significantly remarked, “that 
the status of Canada as a member of 
the League has thus been definitely 
fixed.” 

“The treaty of peace with Bulgaria 
eee been completed, and would be 
submitted for your approval, Nego- 
tiations were well advanced for con- 
clusion of peace with Hungary and 
Turkey, If- concluded in time, the 
treaties will be laid before parliament. 
In the European economic field,” the 
,Governor-General continued, “clear 
vision was still impossible. The un- 
settled state of exchange, the lack of 
international credits and inflation of 
paper currency, combined with the 
scarcity of raw materials and the de- 
moralization of labor and transport, 
united to retard production and re- 
istrict the rebuilding of waste caused 
by the war. But,” the Governor- 
General proceeded, “it is cause ‘for 
thankfulness that of all countries af- 
fected by the war, Canada has main- 
tained a record of social order and 
industrial and commercial prosperity 
second to none,” 

The address in reply to the speech 
from the throne will be moved in the 
senate by Senator Proudfoot, and 
seconded by Senator Chapais. In the 
house it will be moved by Hume 
Cronyn, of London, and seconded by 
Alexander McGregor, of Pictou.
